A. Monument to Caster's Hen. 


[Port Custer cor Chicago Times.] 


The Custer battle field is no longerwith- 


out a monuinenL Soon after the event of 
that June day in 1876, the, bodies of the 
soldiers were interred—rather h|asly, it is 
true, and with nb other marks than a rude 
stake at the heacl of each; but the remains 
of the horses that fell were left to rot on 
the ground. A short time ago Cpl. Brack- 
ett,, commanding Fort Custer, aa estima- 
ble gentleman, once a resident oil Quincy, 
111., ordered Capt. Sanderson, with a de- 
taild of soldiers, to gather up the bones 
of the quadrupedal heroes of the slaughter 
that lay in profusion upon the j field. He 
piled them upon an eminence a |i few feet 
irom where Custer fell, inclosing them in 
a structure made of cord wood, pyramidal 
in shape, and about eight feet high. _ It 
can be seen frock Fort Custer, twelve miles 
distant. As builders of monuments the 
American people are not a success; so we 
may expect that it will be many years be- 
fore anything more pretentious is reared 
to designate the scene of one of the most 
sensational tragedies in our history.
